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SCARRED SCIENTIST 
RENEWS X-RAY FIGHT 


Survivor of 72 Operations 
Taunts Old Enemy. 


_ Baltimore, Md.—Dr. Frederick Hen- 
ry Baetjer, professor of roentgenology 
at Johns Hopkins medica! school, is 
back at his big game of tag with the 
vengeful slave he is taming. 
The “last of the old guard”’—with 
the scars of the latest of more than 
three score and ten amputations and 
ekin-grafting operations scarcely 
healed—-is rounding out a quarter cen- 
tury of duelling with the dragon that 
lurks in Roentgen’s ray. He plans to 
stay in the fight until the ray's sear- 
tng thrusts finally break down the 
defense of modern surgery. 
Burne Eat Body. 
Insidious X-ray burng slowly are 
eating his body away. They have 
taken seven of his fingers and one of 
his thumbs, and the glands from his 
right arm and shoulder. Seventy-two 
times he has been burned and as 
many times has Doctor Baetjer's medi- 
cal colleagues succeeded in staying 
the attack. But each burn has left 
its mark. 
Doctor Baetjer is daring a demon 
that has slain many of his early co- 
workers in roentgenology. One of the 
last to die was Prof. J. Bergonie, an 
outstanding authority whose. work had 
been contemporary with Doctor Baet- 
jer’s. Surgeons see a like fate await- 
ing the Johns Hopkins professor—but 
he goes on, displaying his contempt 
for the X-ray's death threat in writ- 
ing whimsical rimes and jingles. 
In common with his associates Doc- 
tor Baetjer engaged in roentgenologi- 
cal research when knowledge of the 
ray and its potency was in its infancy, 
It was soine time after the discovery 
of the X-ray that its effect on the hu- 
man body began to be understood, and 
in those ploneer days neither the 
screens which today protect X-ray 
operators, nor the need for them was 
known. While a patient undergoing» 
X-ray treatment would be. exposed to 
the ray for only a fraction of a sec- 
ond, the early-day operators were sub- 
jected to the ray’s full power for long 
periods. They suffered severely ar 
paid with their lives for the knowl- 
edge that has contributed much to the 
present-day safety of X-ray control. 
Began Experiments in 1901. 
Doctor Baetjer began his expert- 
ments in 1901, immediately after his 
graduation from Johns Hopkins medi- 
cal school. In a few months the ray 
had started a train of destructive 
burns. In its incipiency the effect of 
prolonged exposure. to the Roentgen 
ray resembles sunburn, If exposure 
is repeated, as it was in the plonger 
days, ulcers form and shriveling of 
the exposed parts sets in. Physicians 
ay that most of Doctor Baetjer's 
present sufferings are due to early in- 
fections. 
By 1909 he had lost four fingers— 
now only one finger and one thumb* 
remain. In 1914 the glands at the 
junction of the right arm and shoul- 
der were removed to save the arm 
from advancing infection. 
In the seventy-second operation, 
performed in March, skin was grafted 
in one more attempt to save the re- 
mainder of the hands,

scientists by an article. written by 
Professor Warburg, in which he de- 
scribes how cancerous growth trans- 
planted in rats withered and - died 
within forty-eight houre when the oxy- 
gen inside the glaas cage contining the 
rodents was reduced to tie minimum 
atmospheric ratio capable of sustain- 
ing life. During the treatment, he 
says, the rats refused food, but they 
immediately regained their normal vi- 
tality when the - oxygen supply was 
increased. 

Professor Warburg says he is not 
yet ready to believe this treatment is 
applicable to human beings, but other 
ecientists regard his experiments as 
an advancement toward the cure of 
cancer. :

STUDYING PERILS 
FACED BY HERRING 


Scientists Conduct Investiga- 
tion in Orkneys. 


Kirkwali, Orkney Islands.—An ex- 
pedition of naturalists ts investigating 
from here the greatest of natural 
mysteries—how a herring ever gets to 
the dinner table. 

Millions of herring are caught, eaten 
and relished every year, But sclen- 
tists know that many more millions 
rarely ever pass the spawn uge, and 
equal nilllions never get to adolescence, 
yet they travel in such numbers that 
they have been known to stop a steam- 
ship. 

They are the prey of all other fish 
and human beings from the cradle to 
the stomach, and yet they are the 
pests of their own world. 

The expedition has devoted twa 
years investigating the baits and trials 
of the herring in their “alma water,” 
the Orkney islands and adjacent wet 
spaces. The scientists have learned 
there are enough father and mother 
herrings to lay billions of spawn each 
year. This spawn is awaited by mil- 
lions of fish, mostly greedy codfish, 
who fatten and bloat themselves on 
the choice caviar thus provided. 

The codfish, jellyfish, and many 
other varieties get their substance for 
weeks by sucking the herring spawn 
from the rocks and other places in 
which they nestle. 

Despite these marauders, the ad- 
hesive eggs survive the Incubation 
perlod and produce teeming masses 
of tiny thread-like fishes, 

All things work against the her- 
ring. It becomes the prey of the 
tra@wler more easily than any other 
fish, for the trawler is led directly to 
the .herring shoals by the other and 
larger fish.

PIGMY EXPEDITION 
-OFF FOR INTERIOR 


Smithsonian Party Seeks 
New Guinea Mountains. 


Washington.—An airplane expedt- 
tion backed by the Smithsonian instt- 
tution has started to explore what 
the Smithsonian describes as “the 
world’s greatest unknown land and 
Its pigmy inhabitants.” According to 
word recetved by the Smithsonian 
from Dr. Matthew W. Stirling, who 
heads it, the expedition, with its air- 
plane backed by between 300 and 400 
men, has started up the Memberamo 
river for the snowy mountains of 
Dutch New Guinea in the Dutch East 


Indies, said to be the largest island: 


in the world. 

“For the 400 years since what ts 
now Dutch New Guinea was first 
seen by Europeans, the mountainous 
backbone of the country hag resisted 
the uttempts of civilized man to pene 
trate its secrets,” says a statement 
issued by the Smithsonian. “The 
costal Jungle has interposed its mud 
and thickets, its fevers and poisons 
and many who have tried have died 
or have come away baffled.” 

The expedition {s sponsored, in ad- 
dition to the Smithsonian, by the 
Dutch East Indian government. 

Most of those in the party are native 
carriers, soldiers and convicts. Their 
main function is to transport and pro- 
tect food supplies. Except for a few 
wild pig, wallaby, cassowary and some 
game birds, the jungle of New Guinea 
offers practically no animal food. 

Supply Bases Established. 

The mouth of the Memberamo river 
is on the north coast of Cape d’Urville, 
The expedition is working south up 
the river to the junction of the Rouf- 
far, by which it hopes to gain access 
to the mountains. It is establishing 
various bases, from one of which the 
transport plane will operate, 

The airplane will reconnoiter the 
jungle to determine the best approach 
to the mountains, attempt to find the 
hidden villages of the pigmy peoples 
known to dwell in the mountains, car- 
ry cartographers to make maps of 
this virgin land, and, {f possible, make 
landings in isolated spots for natural 
history collections. 

Doctor Stirling has 70 Dyak carriers 
from central Borneo and more than 
200 native Javanese and Ambonese 
soldiers and Malay convicts. A Dutch 
captain and two Heutenants command 
the military detachment. A medical 
officer and two medical assistants are 
with the expedition. 

Home of Primitive Races. 

Since the party plans to explore an 
area, of many thousand square miles 
on which no white man has set foot, 
it includes specialists in several fields 
so that as little as possible may be 
missed, 

Doctor Stirling will take care of the 
collection of data on the mountain 
pigmies he hopes to find, and the Pa- 
puans who inhabit the coastal plains. 
Both pigmies and Papuans are among 
the most primitive races of mankind. 
The former, a distinct people living 
in the mountainous interior, seem less 
developed mentally. From the very 
few that an English expedition saw in 
1911, the pigmles appear to be about 
four feet nine inches in height. They 
are yellowish black in color, with 
short, woolly black hair. They go 
naked, except for a loin covering. 

Doctor Van Leeuwen, director of 
the Botanical gardens at Buitenzorg, 
accompanies the expedition to make 
collections of the New Guinea plaats. 

New Guinea is 1,490 miles long by 
400 miles across, with an area of 308,- 
000 square miles. The mountainous 
backbone of Dutch New Guinea has 
been the goal of many cxpeditions, the 
results of which were limited to sick- 
ness and disappointment.

STOCK CHEATER 
TO BE BLOCKED 


The citizens of El Monte, Los An- 
geles county, have devised a practic- 
al program to protect themselves 
from stock swindlers, it was announc- 
ed a short time ago, by State Corpora- 
stion Commissioner Edwin M. Daugh- 
erty, of Sacramento, who recommend- 
ed the plan to the rest of California 
municipalities. The unique co-opera- 
tive plan at El Monte, Daugherty said, 
simply involves calling up the cham- 
ber of commerce and reporting each 
time a stock salesman appears with 


sectrities for sale. Then the vigilance, 


committee gets busy; asks the sales- 
man or broker to explain his proposi- 
tion and orders him to get out of 
town if his proposal is risky or with- 
out merit. 


United States Attorney George J. 
Hatfield, at the last session of the 
federal grand jury, secured the in- 
dictment of another receiver of stolen 
army equipment. One of the activities 
of the leeches who operate in the vi- 
cinity of military reservations is a 
traffic In purloined government prop- 
erty. These persons, including cer- 
tain proprietors of clothing stores and 
other placgs of business catering to 
men-in the service near army posts, 
have been buying valuable articles of 
Clothing, blankets, etc., from soldiers 
for trifling sums.

Clog Almanacs Used 


for Many Centuries 

In England as late as the Seven- 
teenth century clog or log almanacs 
were in use, although these appear to 
be really calendars and to have 
dropped their early astrenemical data. 
Clogs were used by all Scandinavian 
peoples and comprised big public al- 
manacs und small private ones and 
were usually carved on box, though 
sometimes on other woods, brass or 
horn. 

The first English almanac is usual- 
ly considered to be Brother John So- 
mour’s calendar (1380), which consists 
of fourteen vellum leaves in front of 
a Latin Psalter. It-includes a calen- 
dar; tables of the sun, moon and plan- 
ets; and three pages of flluminations 
in blue and gold of eclipses of the sun 
and three pages of rough sketches in 
black ink of eclipses of the moon, both 
to the year 1462.—Kansas City Star.

Buried With Honors of War 


“yea career of Capt. John Halsey is 

unique in that he not only died in 
bed—not “with his boots on,” as so 
many pirates did, but that he was giv- 
en honors of war when buried. 

Halsey began as a privateer off the 
Newfoundland banks under a commis 
sion from the. governor of Massachu- 
setts, but no sooner was he out of sight 
of land than he turned pirate. After 
capturing a few fishing. vesgels he 
sailed for the Canary islands, where 
pirating promised to be more lucra- 
tive. After capturing a Spanish ves 
sel near the Canaries he sailed around 
the Cape of Good Hope for a visit with 
the pirates in Madagascar. 

In the Red Sea he overhauled a fine 
Dutch ship armed with 60 guns, then 
by some strange quirk of conscience 
decided that thereafter he would leave 
the shipping of Christian nations alone 
and prey upon Moorish shipping only. 
His crew became angry at his an- 
mouncement to this effect, mutinied, 
and threw him into frons. Then they 
attacked the Hollander, but were being 
roundly thrashed when they released 
Halsey, who-got the ship ‘away safely. 

or several weeks thereafter Halsey 
scoured the Beas in search of Moslem 
vessels, bet luck was against him. So 
he gave up his resolve and attacked 
ttte British sh!ps, the Essex and the 
Rising Eagle. From the Essex the pl- 
rates took more than 50,000 pounds in 
English gold, and from the other, more 
than 10,000. Upon discovering that 
the -captain of the Essex was an old 
friend of his quartermaster, Halsey re- 
turned all of the captain’s personal be- 
longings, but kept the 50,000 pounds! 

Halsey was something of a business 
man as well asa pirate. After the cap- 
ture of these two vessels he made out 
invoices and sold the two ships back 
to their owners for cash! Then he re- 
turned to Madagascar where he was 
visited by the captain of the Scotch 
ship, Neptune, which had come to’ 
trade in rum with the pirates. This 
visit was providential for the pirate 
leader. A hurricane destroyed his 
ships, und he immediately seized the 
Scotch vessel. Then he attacked and: 
seized another ship filled with mer- 
chandise which the pirates had just 
sold to its captain and for which 
they had received their pay. 

Captain Halsey died of a tropical 
fever in 1716. From & contemporary 
the following account of his funeral is 
taken: “With great selemnity, the 
prayers of the Church of England be- 
ing read over him, and his sword and 
pistols laid on his coffin, which was 
covered with a ship’s Jack. As many 
minute guns. were fired ag he was 
old, vis: 46, and three English: vol- 
leys and one French volley of small, 
arms, His grave was made in a gar- 
den of watermelons and fenced in to 
prevent his being rooted up by wild 
pigs.” Great honor, indeed, for a 
ruthless sea rover! And what a touch- 
ing thought that last sentence!

The professional tom tom beaters, 
editorial and political and, wlo 
have sought to make a howdy-do 
and raise aclamor over President 
Coolidge’s executive “order for 
streng.heuing the enforcement of 
the prohibition law, have been 
tripped in their traces. While a 
cominittee of the solemn senate is 
now supposed to be making an in 
tensive study as to the constitution: 
ality of this measure; lawyers, 
large and small, agree that it stands 
foursquare upon the law. 

Stripped of its verbiage, it simply 
provides that in states where the 
people desire, and where there is 
no law forbidding a dual service, 
state officials may volunteer and 
may become available for a nom 
inal compensation to assist in the 
enforcement of the law. The one 
particular advantage gained is that 
bootleggers and other violators who 
now have only tocross a municipal 
boundary line to escape city offic 
ials, or a state boundary to escape 
state officials can in instances where 
officials have dual power be pursued 
and arrested. Democratic senators 
have now reached a point where 
they are inclined to credit the 
president with outwitting them. 
Those who know the president, of 
course, appreciate that such a mo- 
tive is the last to influence him.

Plea for Protection 
of Rabbit as “Game” 


One eastern state buys over 50,- 
000 rabbits annually, paying 75 ‘to 
90 cents apiece for them in Kansas 
and Missouri, and releases them in 
its refuges and hunting grounds for 
the benefit of its sportsmen. Sports- 
men’s clubs buy many more. In some 
states rabbits are not even recog- 
nized as game, and are given no 
protection, but the time is near 
when they will be appreciated every- 
where. 

The advantage of the rabbit as 
game is that it can be stocked near- 
ly everywhere; is the most prolific 
of all game animals; furnishes sport 
for the masses and a_ substantial 
piece of delicious meat in the pot, 

It is also important as a buffer to 
relieve the pressure on partridge, 
quail, doves, woodcock, snipe and 
other less abundant species, Game 
officials can also well afford to en- 
courage the protection of the rabbit 
as a means of giving the country boy 
and the ordinary hunter somethin 
to shoot near honte.—New York 
Herald Tribune.
